“Oral Hygiene” Lay 
Education Series 


“YOUR TEETH” 


Second Stage of the Decay of the 
Teeth, 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S,, 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 


When that sharp little pain warns 
you that tooth is going, it 
always “so sudden,” so unrea- 
sonably sudden. The enamel is not 
sensitive but that 
the body of the tooth and fills all of 
the space between the enamel and the 
nerve, is fu'l of thrills 

Where the enamel and the dentine 
meet, the tooth is more sensitive than 
at any other place except on the 
nerve; the teeth are particularly sen 
sitive at the margin of the gum. 

As the little bacteria of decay get 
further into the dentine, they eend 
scouts out ahead along the fibres that 
extend from the nerve. That is why 
the dentist seems to do such a tre 
mendous lot of drilling in a cavity. If 
he didn't go well beyond the farthest 
particle of decay, his filling would be 
a failure. 

The decay spreads out 
the enamel as the acid produced by 
the bacteria cats away the lime that 
forms the hard part of the tooth. This 
causes the cavity to be larger usually

An 
ash can has nothing on a_ hollow 
tooth This mess decomposes and

Even at this stage the tooth may 
be saved without the nerve being des- 
troyed, but it is rapidly getting to the 
point where long and patient treat- 
ment will be required to keep it 
where the Lord intended it should be.

Most of ti thrive upon decaying 
food In addition the pain and

Rebellion Days, 1884-85 


By O-GE-MAS-E8 (Little Clerk), 


On reaching home I found the In- 
dian had behaved ‘well, so I had a 
heart to heart talk with him and ad- 
vised him strongly to go back to Nut 
Lake or Touchwood Hills wh@re he 
came from, I told him that if he 
went on, his life was not worth a rush 
(for in the excited state of the set- 
ters they would shoot at anything in 
the shape of an Indian); if he decided 
to return [ could not give him any 
ammunition, but I would spare a few 
rations of flour, tea, sugar and to- 
bacco, also some snaring twine which 
would see him safely home. His wife 
joined with me in coaxing him and 
finally he promised to start back next 
morning, which he did—so exit Nut 
Laker, A short digression may be 
pardoned here to show (that contrary 
to Yankee opinion) even Indians will 
show gratitude; in fact I have known 
many instances of them doing so, and 
this is one of thera. In March, 1886, 
nearly all the settlers throughout 
Northern Saskatchewan went down to! 
Qu’Appelle station for seed grain and! 
grub, there being a dearth of both in 
the country. This was supplied by 
the government and I was one of the 
crowd. On our homeward journey | 
we passed through the Touchwood; 
Hills, our ponies were heavily loaded 
and frequent spells at the steep hills 
were in order, At one of these we 
pulled up quite close to some Indian 
tepees. 1 noted an Indian scanning 
both me and my team very closely,

remained steadily loyal in spite of 
much pressure being brought on him 
by Riel and his compatriots. He 
would not, Ke said, fight against his 
misguided countrymen, so had a hid- 
ing place in the Pasquia Hills with 
some friendly Indians, He stayed to 
dinner and the fare was poor enough, 
simply bannock, potatoes and black 
tea, no meat or butter, With his na- 
tural French politeness he made 
things very pleasant and was very 
much taken with my three fair hair- 
ed little girls, 

He thought my move was a wise 
one, and though his large assortment 
of furs were safely cached at present, 
he might eventually send them down 
the Saskatchewan River, I went out| 
with him as he saddled up and after 
thanking me for my _ hospitality, 


handed me what he called a trifle for 
Madame in a cotton sack, which = 


ed to be some ten pounds of very 
choice bacon, which was a noble gift 
considering conditions. Poor Batoche, 
or Ka-Kak, so styled by the Indians 
(meaning raven, as he had very black 
hair) made a good deal of money fur 
trading, but took to drinking heavily, 
which no doubt shortened his days, 
Leaving our pictures hanging on the 
walls and quite a number of other 
houschold goods, including seed pota- 
toes, off we started. The order-of 
travel was myself on horseback’ well 
armed with a fourteen shot Winches- 
ter and a heavy six shooter, my wife 


shading his eyes with his hands, and| driving a team of ponies in a buck- \ 
jumping up on a waggon box he took! board with two kiddies, and our girl | 


one more look, then diving into his 
tepce, he came running out with a 
new rabbit skin robe which he threw 
on my sleigh. Standing up on the 
box he called out in a loud voice, 
"Look at this man, he saved my life. 
Now my new robe will keep him 
warm in the snow” (and it did). Sure 
enough, it was our Nut Lake friend, 
Sos-coo-pi-toon, 1 think they called 
him. A great shake hands all round 
followed, and I had to tell my com- 
panions the story that night. All our 
camps were made in the snow, 32 days 
for me, the round trip being five hun- 
dred miles. 

To revert to my diary. On pro- 
posing to my wife that I could take 
her and the children to Prince Albert, 
also our furs and that I would go 
either scouting or on the trarSport, 
she absolutely refused to consider any 
separation, and said we must all stay 
together no matter what happened. 
On scouting round the place a day or 
two later | found a body of some 
forty” Indians, evidently from Nut 
Lake, had camped for a night a mile 
or so south of my house, and then 
struck southwest in the direction of 
Batoche. No doubt they were rebels, 
or going to join the rebel forces, This 
decided me that it was no longer safe 
for an isolated settler to stay on his 
farm, and | told my family as soon as 
we covld pack up we would trek for 
Fu. La Corne. (A year or 80 after; 
the rc bellion an Indian tc!d me that al 
council had taken place with this war| 
party as to whether they would raid! 
my place or not, and it was only de- 
cided by a narrow majority that 
should be left alone.) 


Some six miles south of old Ft, La}’ 


Corne was a retired H. B. C, clerk} 
named Geo.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

In reply to your Burdett corres- 
pondent in the issue of Feb. 11th call- 
ing my attention to a statement made 
by the premier, the Right Hon. A. 
Meighen, in reference to the “Chinese 
Famine”, I am aware that reference 
has been made through the press to 
an over-supply of Chinese eggs on the 
Canadian market, but I do not under- 
stand what effect this would have upon 
the millions of starving people in 
China. 

The following statement will show 
a vivid contrast to the statement made 
by your correspondent: 

The Situation 

North China is in the relentless 
grip of one of the worst famines of 
the last thirty years. Conditions are 
appalling. From thirty to fifty mil- 
lions in the five provinces of Honan, 
Shansi, Shantung, Shansi and Chili! 
are facing starvation. The failure of | 
rain for twelve months has meant the 
total failure of two harvests. 

Terrible distress prevails, thousands 
have already died, hundreds are dying 
every day. Many are seeking to live 
on leaves and bark. Authenticated 
cases ace reported of parents killing 
their children rather than see them 
starve and then in despair taking their 
own lives. 

Recent rains have made possible 
the sowing of the fields, which give 
promise of a harvest next June. But 
the intervening months! The present 
distress, keen as it is, is but a sugges- 
tion of the awful agony through 
which North China must pass before | 
the winter is over unless relief on a 
large scale is forthcoming. 

Moving Appeals from Many Sources 

Before making any appeal, the com- 
mittee has made the fullest enquiry 
regarding the situation. From every 
source cumulative evidence has come 
of the magnitude and severity of the 
| famine and the urgent need of immedi- 
ate relief. 


From their missions in Honan, our 
two Canadian Mission Boards, having 
| work in the effected area, are receiv-— 
ing urgent appeals for help 
The Honan Presbytery cables: “The 
| famine has realized our worst fears. 
| Funds for relief are urgently needed.” 

The Anglican Missionaries cable: 
“Great distress, relief needed immedi- 
| ately.”

The Chinese, aided by foreign resi- 
dents, are doing what they can, but 
the disaster is of such magnitude that 
they cannot cope with it alone. In 
Honan a joint relief committee of 
Chinese and foreigners has been form- 
ed, with Rev. G. E. S'mmons, of the 
Canadian Anglican Mission, as For- 
eign Treasurer, and Rev. H. M. Har- 
ris, of the American Southern Bap- 
tist Mission, as Foreign Secretary. 

Shanghai alone has raised $1,600,- 
000 for relief and placed an objective 
of $5,000,000.
